Orville Golden, secretary-treasur- 
er of Local 42 of the AFL Hod 
Carriers’, Building and Common 
Laborers’ Union, has admitted to 
Federal agents and police that he 
and three of his associates in the 
union appropriated $6000 of union 
funds for their own use and that 
two fake Internal Revenue agents 
“hijacked” an additional $41,000 
of the union’s money. 

Golden and the other three union 


members he named are under ar- 
rest. 

The story of the fund appropria- 
tion and subsequent loss of the 
rest of the money was revealed 
when Golden was questioned at 
length by F.BI. agents after at- 
torneys for the union had reported 
the disappearance of the funds to 
Federal authorities. 

Golden told the F. B. I. the four 
union members had obtained the 
$6000 by withnolding $10 from the 
initiation fee of each new union 
member during the period from 
April 1 to July 1 

On July 12, the money was di- 
vided equally among the four, 
Ge'ien said. 

“We'll Send it Back to You.” 

On Sept. 30, Golden said, two men 
came into the union’s office at 
3610A Finney avenue, asked to see 
Golden and presented credenti:.Is 
purporting to show they were 
agents of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment. 

They said they had been sent out 
to check the union’s accounts and 
wanted to see all the books. 

After a cursory check of accounts 
they stated they had been in- 
formed a large amount of money 
was being held at a St. Louis bank 
and demanded to see it. 

Golden’s story is that the three 
of them went to the bank, where 
the union leader opened a safe 
deposit box in which the funds 
. Were held. 

“Let us take this down to the 
Federal Building at Twelfth and 
Market,” Yang the men was re- 
ported as saying, d we'll send 
it back to you aft making a 
further check.” Golden was given 
& receipt for the money and the 
men left. 

The shortage tn the union ac- 
counts was covered up, Golden 
said, by making book entries for 
$10 less than the initiation fee 
paid by each new member. 

Members were issued receipts 
When they made the part pay- 
ments on their fees, but when the 
final Payment was made, Golden 
would take up all receipts on ten-

HEALTH PLANS FOR 
UNFIT DRAFTEES 


Government Will Pay Ex- 
penses of Treating at 
Home Those Rejected for 
Physical Reasons.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10,—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, alarmed at the 
high percentage of rejections by 
Army Selective Service Boards, 
outlined today a detailed program 
to rehabilitate at least 200,000 of 
the 900,000 men found unfit be- 
cause of physical or mental de- 
fects. ; 

The salvaging of these men, the 
President told a press conference, 
is the initial step to a compre- 
hensive national campaign to 
make a stronger race of Ameri- 
cans in days to come, 

The President made public a re- 
port to him by Gen. Louis B. 
Hershey, director of the Selective 
Service system, stating that about 
50 per cent of the 2,000,000 draft 
registrants had been disqtalified 
because of physical, mental -or 
educational reasons. Of the 1,000,- 
000 rejections, 900,000, or about 
90 per cent, were found to be phy- 
sically or mentally unfit, Gen. 
Hershey said. 

On Educational Defects. 

About 100,000 registrants had 
been rejected, the President dis- 
closed, because they could not meet 
the fourth grade educational re- 
quirements of the army. He did 
not see how anything could be 
done immediately -for this group. 
Asked whether the Federal Gov- 
ernment could or would supervise 
their education, he replied that 
education was a State or local mat- 
ter and that he did not think the 
Federal Government should under- 
take to run the educational sys 
tem. He added, however, that some 
states, particularly in the South, 
were handicapped by low property 
values and assessments and that 
perhaps some day the Federal Gov- 
ernment would find a way to aid 
the poorest—not the poorer—sec- 
tions of the cotntry. 

The physical rehabilitation pro- 
gram, the President said, would 
be paid for by the Government 
while the registrants remained at 
home. 

In addition to the 200,000 men 
who can be made fit for general 
military duty, the President said,

Series of Amendments to 
Cut Appropriations for 
Ordnance, Tanks, Com- 
modities Also Are Easily 
Beaten. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP).— 
The House refused today to ex- 
clude Russia specifically from aid 


under the $5,985,000,000 lease-lend 
appropriation. 

By a standing vote of 162 to 21, 
the members defeated an amend- 
ment by Rich (Rep.), to provide 
that no part of the fund would be 
used for the benefit of the So- 
viets. 

Rich said he wanted something 
in the bill to prevent President 
Roosevelt from “transferring one 
cent” of the fund “to any nation 
which practices Communism.” 

Democratic speakers replied that, 
while they too loathed Commu- 
nism, Russia was opposing Hitler, 
and Faddis (Dem,), Pennsylvania, 
asserted: 

“Whether we like to admit it or 
not, we owe a debt of gratitude to 
Russia.” 

Sponsors of the appropriation 
have said repeatedly that present 

ss did not call for aid to Russia 
the pending legislation. 

The House easily defeated a 
series of amendments, starting with 
the rejection of an attempt to cut 
$100,000,000 from a  $1,190,000,000 
fund for ordnance, supplies and 
ammunition. 

The standing vote 
nounced as 133 to 8&4, 

Case (Rep.), South Dakota, who 
sponsored the proposed reduction, 
argued that the $100,000,000 could 
be taken, if necessary, from an- 
other $1,000,000,000 in the bill for 
“unforeseeable requirements.” 

Saying that the reduction would 
mean a month’s production lost, 
Chairman Cannon (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee asserted: 

“It’s impossible to predict 12 
hours in advance what's going to 
happen. In 30 minutes a bomb 
may destroy a factory that’s build- 
ing supplies in Great Britain.” 

Then Engel (Rep.), Michigan, 
proposed a $60,000,000 cut in a 
$85,000,000 item for tanks, ar- 
mored cars, automobiles and 
trucks, contending, like Case, that 
that total could be reduced and, if 
necessary, the cut could be made 
up from the contingent fund. 

But Engels amendment also was 
cast aside, on a 135-83 standing 
vote.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP).—

copper and brass found in the 
White House basement would be 
turned over to the navy to be 
melted and used for defense needs. 

The President told his press 
comferénce the metal was in the 
form of valves and joints that 
were out of date but had béen 
put aside at one time as of pos- 
sible future value. 

He said he had asked that sur- 
veys be made in other Govern- 
ment buildings here and in the 
rest of the country to see wheth- 
er more metal could be found.

“Do you plan to melt any brass 
hats?” a reporter asked.

Given Notice Just Before 
the Balloting to Cut 
Number of Democrats to 
Be ‘Frozen’ in. 


Since the new Republican city 
administration took office last 
April 15, a total of 4951 municipal 
employes have been discharged or 
have resigned, figures compiled by 
City Treasurer John J. Dwyer 
showed today. 


During the two-week period pre- 
ceding the Sept. 16 special election 
on the municipal civil service 
amendment, under which political 
hirings and firings are prohibited, 
822 city employes were given two 
weeks’ notice of dismissal, the re- 
port further disclosed. They were 
among the 4951 total. 

This was probably the largest 
number of severances for any simi- 
lar period since April 15, it was 
said. Considerable pressure was 
exerted upon city department 
heads by members of the Republi- 
can City Committee to dismiss hold- 
over Democrats prior to the spe- 
cial election to lessen the number 
of Democrats who would be “froz- 
en” in their jobs by the gemend- 
ment, and to make greater Re- 
publican patronage ble. 

7657 Municipal ployes. 

According to an Efficiency Board 
report earlier this year, there were 
7657 municipal employes, of whom 
890 were in the Fire Department, 
where jobs are not usually subject 
to political change. Deducting the 


leaves 2706 employes whose status 
remained unchanged under the 
new administration. Since 890. of 
these are in the Fire Department, 
1816 of the 2706 would be the total 
of city employes held over from 
the Democratic administration, 
whose positions heretofore have 
been considered subject to. the 
“spoils system.” 

Following the Sept. 16 special 
election, Mayor William Dee Beck- 
er announced that all city em- 
ployes who had not been dismissed 
or given notice of dismissal would 
be retained as long as they ful- 
filled the requirements of the new

Severance Breakdown. 

A breakdown of the severances, 
covering the period from April 15 
to Oct. 1, showed they included 
1559 employes earning less than 
$75 a month each; 1073 earning 
from $75 to $100; 1612 getting $100 
to $150; 436 receiving $150 to $200, 
and 271 receiving $200 or more. 

The first two classifications, to- 
taling 2632 severances, affected un- 
skilled laborers, hospital attend-

Taft Says Entire Roosevelt 
Proposal Will Be Op- 
posed to Preserve Bar on 
Sending U.S. Ships Into 
Combat Zones. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP).— 
Congressional opponents of neu- 
trality law revision decided today 
they would have to wage an all-out 
fight against President Roosevelt's 
request for authority to arm ship- 
ping, even though some in their 
ranks are not totally opposed to 


the idea of putting guns on mer- 
chantmen. 

The big objective, Senator Taft 
(Rep.) Ohio explained, is to pre 
serve the law’s existing provisions 
prohibiting American - flag mer- 
chantmen from operating in com- 
bat zones or voyaging to belliger- 
ent ports. 

However, he said, many opposi- 
tion legislators have come to the 
conclusion that unless a substan- 
tial vote can be mustered against 
the ship-arming proposal in the 
House, administration forces in 
the Senate are likely to seek more 
sweeping changes, which would 
end the curb on ship movements. 

“There are some 
that the of ships might 
not be so bad in itself,” Taft told 
reporters, “but when it is linked 
with a proposal to send those 
vessels into the war zone, the 
whole question must be consid- 
ered.”

PLANES OF BRITISH

Four Vessels Reported Hit

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP).— 
Edwin M. Williams, vice-president 
of United Press Association, told 
the Communications Commission 
today that the United Press never 


had refused to supply news to a 
radio station because of the objec 
tions of a newspaper client. 

He made the assertion after being 
questioned about several instances 
in which testimony showed news- 
papers receiving United Press serv- 
ice had objected to the service be- 
ing supplied to a radio station in 
the same territory. 

“We have had objections occa- 
sionally, and I would say very in- 
frequently,” Williams testified. “It 
certainly has not been general, In 
no case has the objection of a 
newspaper prevented a radio sta- 
tion from getting the service.” 

Williams was questioned during 
commission hearings which are be- 
ing conducted to determine future 
policy toward applications of news- 
papers for broadcasting licenses. 

Coramission counsel asked Wil- 
liams what the United Press did 
when a newspaper threatened to 
cancel its contract if news were 
supplied to a radio station in the 
same territory. 

“We hope that they won't can- 
cel,” the witness replied. 

He said that when a newspaper 
objected to supplying service to a 
radio station, the United Press at- 
tempted “to show them where they 
shouldn’t object.” 

“We like to maintain harmony,” 
he remarked, “and serve both 
newspapers and radio in the same 
city, and I think that we do. There 
isn't any conflict of interest there.” 

“Do you ever put your rate at 
such a price that you know the 
radio station will refuse the serv- 
ice?” Williams was asked. 

“We do not,” was the reply. 

Williams testified yesterday re- 
garding United Press service to 
station KVOS, Bellingham, Wash. 

Rogan Jones, president of com- 
panies operating KVOS and KPQ, 
Wentachee, Wash., told the com- 
mision that for six weeks last 
spring KVOS was unable to ar- 
range for a regular news service, 
but finally obtained one from the 
United Press. 

Why News Was Refused.

‘Waterloo Lad Was With Scouts 
Who Simulated Indian 
Attack. 


Arnold Oerter, 15-year-old fresh- 
man at Waterloo (Ill.) High 
\School, died of a wound in the 
‘forehead last night about three 
|hours after he had been shot when 
‘he and five other boys attempted 
to scare six younger boys camping 
in a cabin on the farm of Oecerter’s 
father, John Oerter, near Water- 
100. 

Oerter was wounded while he 
‘and his companions were- firing 
'their .22 caliber rifles into the air 
and yelling, in a simulated Indian 
|attack on the cabin. All the youths 
‘involved in the affair were Boy 
Scouts, except Oerter. 

Eugene Kolmer, 19, the oldest 
boy in the group with Oerter, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter the de- 
tails of the tragedy. Visibly affect- 
ed by the shooting, he asserted he 
did not know whether “we shot 
him or he shot himself.” 

“We wanted to give the younger 
scouts a scare,” he related, “so 
with Oerter, we all got rifles and

In their excitement after the 
shooting the boys forgot they had 
locked the other Scouts in, the 
cabin and they remained there for 
some time until the father of one 
heard of the shooting and drove 
to the farm. 

Dr. C. C. Kane, St. Clair County 
Coroner, reported that the shoot- 
ing appeared to have been “purely 
accidental.” It was erroneously 
stated in the Home Edition of the 
Post-Dispatch that Oerter was a 
Boy Scout, on the basas of an early 
report by Dr. Kane.

Heimann, pioneer balloonist, will 
be held'at 1:30 o'clock Monday 


afternoon from the Witt Brothers 
undertaking establishment, 2929 
South Jefferson, with burial at 
Bellefontaine Cemetery. Mr. Hei- 
mann, who was 73 years old, died 
yesterday at St. Anthony Hospital 
of uremic poisoning after an ill- 
ness of a week. 

Mr. Heimann was always in- 
terested in mew ideas, and sev- 
eral years after the ‘St. Louis 
World’s Fair, when balloon ascen- 
sions were occupying the popular 
fancy, he installed machinery for 
the manufacture of balloons in the 
midst of his store fixture factory 
without being bothered by any 
thought of incongruity. 

The balloons, when completed, 
were taken to a gas plant at Sec- 
ond and Rutger streets, where they 
were inflated and sent aloft—fre- 
quently carrying Heimann or his 
daughter, Melba, who became the 
first St. Louis girl to make a bal- 
loon ascension. 

Mr. Heimann’s enthusiasm for 
baliooning was considerably damp- 
ened, however, when, in 1909, on 
one of these trial ascensions, a 
strong gale carried him 75 miles 
southwest of St. Louis and landed 
him against a fence. He was 
force to uSe a crutch for. six 
months after the accident. 

He was born in Bonn-on-the- 
Rhine, Germany, and came to St. 
Louis when he was 21 years old. 
He began to manufacture store 
fixtures several years later and 
erected the nucleus of his present | 
factory at 1209 Rutger street.

HE TOOK $10,000 
FROM PIASA BANK 


Elbert L. Dikis, 61, Re- 
ported by Prosecutor to 
Admit Thefts Over Pe. 
riod of Years. 


Elbert L. Dikis, 61-year-old for- 
mer cashier of the Bank of Piasa, 
at Piasa, Ill, who was arrested 
yesterday on an indictment charg- 
ing embezzlement of $10,000 in bank 
funds, has admitted taking the 
money to pay living expenses, 
State’s Attorney John P. Madden 
of Macoupin County said today. 


Madden said that whose 
salary as cashier was $65 a month, 
admitted in a signed statement to 
the bank’s board of directors, after 
the shortage: was discovered in 


| connection with liquidation of the 


bank last month, that he. had taken 


‘ the meney over a period of years. 


Dikis was indicted Monday by 
the Macoupin County grand jury 
at Carlinville, where he was taken 
following his arrest yesterday. His 
bond was set at $5000. 

Madden said Dikis admitted tak- 
ing the money at intervals from 
inactive savings accounts after 
making out fictitious withdrawal 
slips. The cashier at first took 
only small sums, but from Janu- 
ary, 1940, until the bank went out 
of business he took between $100 
and $200 at a time, using the money 
for living expenses, the prosecutor 
said. . 

Directors of the bank, which had 
deposits of less than $50,000, de- 
cided last July to close the bank 
because its business was unprof- 
itable. Stockholders subsequently 
approved the decision, Madden said, 
and put up cash to replace slow se- 
curities so depositors could be 
paid without delay. 

When the shortage was discov- 
ered in the course of liquidation, 
Dikis went before the board and 
readily admitted taking the money, 
Madden said, and then assisted 
auditors in straightening out the 
accounts. 

James H. Murphy of Virden, at- 
torney for the bank, said Dikis 
“spent too much money and lived 
too high.” He said the former cash- 
ier had some expense because of 
the illness of his wife. He said 
depositors had been paid in full, 
and that the bank was protected 
against loss on other liabilities be- 
cause of a surety bond on Dikis, 
who had been cashier of the bank 
since 1936. 

Piasa is a community of about 
100 population, 40 miles northeast 
of St. Louis. While employed at 
the bank, Dikis lived at Medora, 
five miles north, a town of about 
400. He recently moved to Alton, 
where he lived at 420 Cherry street. 

Before going to Piasa, Dikis had 
been cashier of a bank in nearby 
Jersey County.

Robert F. Bloom, former cashier 
of the Creve Coeur Farmers’ Bank, 
who stole $40,264 of the bank’s 
money and lost most of it betting 
at handbook shops, was sentenced 
today to four years in a Federal 
penitentiary by United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore when 
he pleaded guilty of embezzlement 
and falsification of the bank’s rec- 
ords. 

His case was not set for hearing 
until Nov. 7, but he appeared at 
the United States Attorney’s office 
this morning with his lawyer and 
announced that he “wanted to get 
this off my chest.” He had been 
free on bond since his arrest last 


July. 

Bloom, who had worked for the 
bank since 1929 and was paid $250 
a month as cashier, merely shook 
his head when Judge Moore asked 
if he had anything to say. But 
Assistant U. 8S. Attorney Herbert 
H. Freer told the court Bloom’s 
difficulties started when he lost 
$6000 in the collapse of a broker- 
age house in 1933. 

In an effort to recoup, Freer said, 
Bloom began to “play the horses,” 
first with small bets, then with as 
much as $100 and $500 on a race. 
The money he used he took from 
the bank and as he kept losing on 
the horses he took more from the 
bank, the prosecutor related. 

Bloom followed the practice of 
altering time-deposit certificates, 
marking the certificates as paid 
when they actually were not, and 
pocketing the money, Freer told 
the court. By altering the serial 
numbers of the certificates, Freer 
added, Bloom was able to conceal 
his thefts for eight years. 

Freer informed the court that 
as Cashier Bloom was under $15,- 
000 surety bond, which has been 
paid, and that the remainder of 
the shortage has been made up by 
directors of the bank. He said 
William Dierberg Sr., president, 
“put up $18,000 out of his own 
pocket.”

In the intervening time, Consol- 
idated Oil Co. and a few others 
have reached agreements with 
Mexico on settlement of their 
claims.

“From the beginning the com- 
panies have been anxious to reach 
a proper settlement of this trou- 
blesome question.

PRICE PROBLEMS 


Not Using Lead Pipe, He 
. Says Here. — Watching 
‘Toll Bridges’ of Busi- 


Thurman M. Arnold, Assistant 
Attorney General of the United 
States, told the Missouri Bar As- 
sociation, at Hotel Jefferson to- 
day, of the efforts of the Anti- 
rust Division, Department of Jus- 
to <éstablish price control 
without “lead-pipe methods,” and 
6 keep monopolists from seizing 
the “toll bridges” of business or- 
ganization, 

Arnold spoke wn ‘Emergency 
Powers and the Anti-Trust Laws.” 


As head of the Anti-Trust Divis- 
ion, he has the duty of enforcing 
these laws, which, he assured the 
Missouri lawyers, have not been 
suspended as they were in “the 
last war.” 

He charged the serious hamper- 
ing of defense efforts by business 
groups and by labor monopolies. 
Basic industries, he said, have 
sought to prevent expansion which 
‘might later interfere with their 
domination, have attempted re- 
straint.of trade in distribution of 
the necessities of life, and have 
made illegal] use of patents to con- 
trol production. 

Strategically located labor un- 
Yjons, he charged, have created 
“holdups and bottlenecks” in hous- 
ing, food, fuel and transportation; 
have sought to enforce price-fix- 
ing, eliminate small competitors 
and owner operators, restrict the 
use of labor-saving devices, and 
keep efficient terials off the 
market, and have tied up large in- 
dustries by jurisdictional quarrels. 

“Economists in the Anti-Trust 
Division,” Arnold said, “estimate 
that these labor restrictions on pro- 
duction, which have nothing to do 
with wages or hours or condition 
of labor, are today costing the 
American consumer over one bil- 
lion dollars a year, They are in-

“We have no genertl panacea, 


but we have the power to get relief 
in particular situations. The policy 
of the Anti-Trust Division in en- 
forcing the Sherman Act during 
the present emergency must be to 
see that private restrictions do not 
cripple the use of the resources of 
this country. The outcome of the 
defense program may well depend 
on the success of that policy.” 

Recalling that the Supreme 
Court had exempted some labor 
activities from the Sherman Act— 
even where a labor union was try- 
ing to prevent use of efficient ma- 
terials and methods, or to compel 
an employer to violate an order 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board—Arnold said: 

“We cannot afford these imposi- 
tions in this time 6f emergency. 
A rational anti-trust program re- 
quires the passage of ‘legislation 
to correct them.” He commended 
two bills pending in Congress, one 
intreduced by Representative 
Francis E. Walter of Pennsylvan- 
ia, the other by Representative A> 
S. M. Monroney of Oklahoma, “to 
| confine labor unions to their le- 
preva purpose.” 

Problem of Prices 

As to the problem of prices, 
Arnold said: 

“It is most signifieant that the 
big shortages today are in metals. 
The big price increases are in 
food and textiles, where shortages 
have not yet developed, This out- 
standing fact proves that it is not 
shortages alone that are raising 
prices. It is the pyramiding of dis- 
tribution costs by private groups 
in strategic positions that is creat- 
ing most of the inflation in the 
necessities of life. 

“One great counter - pressure 
against this tendency is the bill 
now in Congress to control prices. 
But those who advocate the bill 
would be the first to admit the 
difficulties of administration. In 
the first place, one price depends 
upon another. A price ceiling must 
be based upon cost, or else it can 
be legitimately claimed that it 
takes property without due pro- 
cess of law; and it must take ac- 
count of the prices of substitute 
goods, or there will be serious dis- 
locations in demand. In the second 
place, the administration of the 
act will be enormously complicat- 
ed by the necessity for a hearing.”

The speaker charged that “pow- 
erful private groups” have feared 
to develop production themselves 
or to let others develop it, and 
have concealed shortages by “over- 
optimistic predictions of supplies.”

“Today the railroads are claiming 
there is no shortage in transporta- 
tion.” 

“The answer to the monoply 
problem,” Arnold said, “is simpler 
than most people imagine. It does 


ciency of organized industry when- 
ever that efficiency is passed on 
to the consumer. It consists in 
encouraging that efficiency to pro- 
duce at full capacity. You can’t 
fix prices unless you restrict pro- 
duction. Therefore, the true func- 
tion of an anti-monoply policy is 
to break down the obstacles to 
production created by dominant 
groups.” 

As a “long-run problem,” Arnold 
cited the present necessity for ex- 
panding production of big busi- 
ness, which consequently will have 
increased opportunity for aggres- 
sion after the war. He said firms 
which build plants with Govern- 
mén money. must not be permit- 
ted to control them after the war 
to stifle production, 

“There. will unquestionably be 
enormous economic dislocation 
when this war ends,” he said. “It 
must not be solely at the expense 
of unorganized groups. Full and 
unhampered production of basic 
materiels will cure the monopoly 
problem.”

pouches and that William G. Se- 
bold, American counterespionage 


_.|agent posing as a German spy, 


had to caution them against throw- 
miing a diplematic courier over- 
board. 

Friedeman said he overheard the 
conversations in Sebold’s office. 
Motion pictures were made secret- 
ly of several of them, and they 
showed various defendants in con- 
versation with Sebold. 

George W. Herz, counsel for one 
of the men on trial, disclosed yes- 
terday that Maj. Knowlton Dur- 
ham, chief of the legal division of 
the New York Selective Service 
Board, had asked him to resign 
from his post as appeal agent of 
the Queens County Board. The 
reason given, Herz said, was that 
his position as counsel for Her- 
mann Lang, charged with having 
sold details of the American Nor- 
den bombsight to Germany, had 
embarrassed the board. 


Friedeman said that on April 


25, 1941, be assumed his ¢aves- 
dropping position in Sebold’s office 
and made notes of the conversa- 
tien between Sebold and the de- 
fendants: Erwin W. Siegler, ship's 
butcher who with 17 others have 
pleaded guilty to the indictment;

COUNCIL NAMED 
BY GOV. DONNELL 


Executive, Proclaiming 


Emergency, Appoints 71 
to Board to Co-ordinate 
A ti iti 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


- JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 10.— 
Appointment of a State Council 
of Defense, made up of 71 mem- 
bers, to assist in the co-ordination 
of State and local activities re- 
lated to State and national de- 
fense, was announced today by 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, under 


provisions of an act passed by 
the 1941 Legislature. 

The Governor is chairman of 
the Council, under terms of the 
act. Hugh Stephens of Jefferson 
City, banker and former vice- 
chairman of the State Highway 
Commission, was designated vice- 
chairman by the Governor. 

In appointing the Commission 
the Governor issued a proclama- 
tion stating “there exists at this 
time an emergency in the nation.” 
This was done to conform to pro- 
visions of the defense council act 
authorizing the Governor to cre- 
ate a Council of Defense, by proc- 
lamation, “in time of emergency 
or public need in the nation or 
the State,” to aid in co-ordinating 
defense activities. 

Meeting Probable Next Month. 

The act, sponsored in the Legis- 
lature by State Representative 
William B. Weakley of Pike Coun- 
ty, called for a council of not 
less than 15 members, to be ap- 
pointed without reference to po- 
litical affiliations, and with re- 
gard to their special knowledge 
of subjects relating to State or na- 
tional defense. The members will 
hold office at the pleasure of the 
Governor. 

The Governor said the first 
meeting of the Council to organize 
and adopt a program, likely would 
be called some time in Noveniber. 
Arrangements will be made at 
that time, he said, for organiza- 
tion of local defense councils in 
all sections of the State.

A small scale wooden reproduc- 
tion of the White House, erected 
at Eighth and Olive streets to be 
used for sale of defense savings 
bonds and stamps, was dedicated 
today. The Life Underwriters’ As- 
sociation of St. Louis built the 
structure at a cost of $2700. Rep- 
resentatives of local, State and 
national defense savings commit- 
tee attended the dedication. 

The ceremony was preceded by 


a breakfast at Hotel Jefferson, 
sponsored by the Life Underwrit- 
ers’ Committee for National De- 
fense Savings and attended by 
1200 business and professional per- 
sons. Branch Rickey, State chair- 
man of defense savings, spoke. 

Speakers at the dedication were 
Gale F. Johnston, St. Louisan, who 
is field director of the National 
Defense Savings staff in Wash- 
ington, and Mayor William Dee 
Becker, who accepted the struc- 
ture for the city. Immediately 
after the ceremony, sale of securi- 
ties began, buyers making their 
purchases at windows of the small 
building. 

Sales of bonds and stamps in 
the structure will be supervised by 
employes of the St. Louis Post- 
office, two of whom will be con- 
tinuously on duty from 9 a. m. to 
6 p. m. daily. Each week’s sale 
will be sponsored by a particular 
civic organization. The week be- 
ginning Oct. 27 will be known as 
“City of St. Louis Week,” and 
sales will be under the direction 
of Mrs. William Dee Becker. 

A $2,859,925 sale of defense se- 
curities in the Highth Federal Re- 
serve District was reported today 
by the Federal Reserve Bank for 
the week ending yesterday. This 
brings to $73,500,200 the total value 
of the bonds sold to date in the 
district, which comprises parts of 
seven states. The defense securi- 
ties were first offered May 1.

On Strikes and Lease-Lend. 

The President’s article, last of 
a series written to accompany his 
“public papers and addresses” for 
1937-40, dealt with the wave of sit- 
down strikes in 1937 and the Lease- 
Lend bill. 

“This year of strikes in 1937,” 
he wrote, “was a period of great 
stress for the United States. La- 
bor was having its growing pains. 
Labor, which had been subjected 
to so much exploitation in the 
past, was just beginning to find 
its power under the new impetus 
of favorable legislation and a sym- 
pathetic Government. It had not 
quite grown up to such power. 
In some quarters irresponsible 
leadership had developed. In a 
few had come dishonest, racke- 
teering leadership. 

“The history, however, of capi- 
tal, of industry, of finance, in 
their own periods of rapid expan- 
sion, had shown the same kind 
of faults, the same excesses, the 
same irresponsibility -—- even in 
greater degree.” 

Dependent on Britain. 

Leading up to enactment of the 
lease-lend bill, the President said 
the Government’s policy had been 
consistently designed to keep war 
out of the Americas, but “clearly 
this will become impossible if the 
last European bulwark of democ- 
racy, Great Britain, falls before 
the Axis powers.” 

“We now understand,” he said, 
“that one of the ways in which 
we must defend America is by en- 
abling the British fleet to stay on 
guard so as to preserve the in- 
tegrity of the seas.” 

When the lease-lend operations 
are in full swing and the nation’s 
defense industries are producing 
at their expected capacity, he said, 
then America “will really be per- 
forming the function which its

Wants to See Germany Crushed. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

BELIEVE the letter of Sterling E. 

Edmunds, published in Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch, merits a reply because it 
parrots the oft-repeated statements that 
the war of 1914-18 did not make the 
world safe for democracy (whatever that 
is), and that the harsh terms of the 
Versailles Treaty made the present war 
inevitable. 

Nothing, I believe, could be further 
from the truth. Our American way of 
life was made safe by that war for a pe- 
riod of 20 years, in spite of all we did to 
destroy or give it away. We disbanded 


-our army, sank our warships and junked 


our weapons. Our young men in colleges 
vied with one another in signing pledges 
never to fight, no matter what the 
provocation. 

The R. O. T. C. was damned, as was 
the American Legion when, during the 
whole 20 years, it strongly advocated 
adequate preparedness to defend our 
rich prize from a freebooter. The Le- 
gionnaires had been in the last war; 
hence they were itching to start an- 
other. The irony of that accusation can- 
not be explained to one who never went 
through the Argonne. The fact is, the 
Legionnaires merely recognized that 
eternal vigilance is the price of peace. 

In 1871, Germany conquered France, 
assessed an indemnity and occupied 
French territory until the last franc was 
paid. Nobody repressed Germany or 
pushed her around then nor during the 
succeeding 43 years. In the words of 
the gossip columnists, then, what harsh 
terms of what treaty impelled her to 
start out to lick the world in 1914? 
The answer is—none. 

The only solution lies in Germany’s 
complete and permanent disarmament, 
enforced with men and arms, the only 
argument she understands. 

We deal in a lot of sentiment and 
rebel at thinking things through. We 
profess a great respect for law and ab- 
gstract principles. Actually, what we 
really respect are the policeman’s night- 
stick and revolver which back up the 
law. 7 

I think it should be obvious to all that 
‘Germany would not have dared start on 
the present bender in the face of the 
warnings of a really strong and deter- 
mined America, especially if the so-called 
harsh terms of the Versailles Treaty had 
been enforced.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HEN the people of Missouri some 

years ago saw that their magnifi- 
cent system of roads was becoming an 
invitation to suicide and that monthly 
scores were killed on the highways and 
hundreds maimed, they decided a patrol 
force was necessary and created one. 
Because it was to assist the motorist, 
he was to pay for the patrol with his gas 
tax. 


Your editorial, “A Murderous Deci- 
sion,” describes how far from the pur- 
pose the patrol has been diverted. The 
editorial tells of the great decrease in 
bank robberies, but it doesn’t tell how 
road deaths have increased. On any 
heavily traveled highway, you can’t drive 
300 miles without coming upon a wreck. 
In the same distance, a driver will see 
25 us violations of the law and 
will not see more than. one patrol car. 

It seems to me that you made a strong 
case for a State police force, but in the 
mame of. the living 1000 users of the 
highways who will be dead one year from 
now, for their sorrowing survivors, use 
your great influence to increase, not de- 
crease, the safety of our now deadly

If the 
German people eould only see that their 
beloved Adolf is the world’s champion 


President Roosevelt’s message to Congress for 
revision of the Neutrality Act had a grimness and 
an urgency which reflects the fast-moving and 
possibly catastrophic news from Russia. 

After more than three months of bloody fighting 
on a gigantic scale from the Baltic Sea to the Black, 
the Russian armies appear to be crumbling under 
‘the devastating power of Hitler’s mechanized armies. 

The President says it is our duty, “as never before, 
to extend more and more assistance and ever more 
swiftly to Britain, to Russia, to all peoples and indi- 
viduals fighting slavery.” He asks specifically for 
permission to arm merchant ships. It will be 
granted without question. He urges Congress. to 
consider further revision of the law to permit our 
ships to enter combat zones so that supplies may 
be carried to beleaguered countries. 

We believe Congress will enter upon that consid- 
eration immediately. As Gen. Johnson pointed out 
yesterday, it was consistent to bar ships from combat 
zones when our policy was one of actual neutrality. 
But this policy was definitely abandoned by Congress 
when it passed the Lease-Lend Act. Gen. Johnson 
says the Lease-Lend Act rendered the Neutrality 
Act obsolete and it now serves only “to create an 
added danger of risk to the sacrifice we are making.” 

So far as Russia is concerned, any action that.Con- 
gress may take may come too late. Too late and 
too little, That has been the history of one cam- 
paign after another in this war. If the huge armies 
of Russia are enveloped and cut to pieces by Hitler, 
the last hope of resistance to the Nazi armies on the 
Continent of Europe is gone. 

In that case, the hope of beating Hitler lies in 
internal revolution, or, lacking that, in possibly 
years of blockading the Continent while air su- 
premacy is built up and while huge armies can be 
equipped and trained.

It is a story that will brighten if Russia manages, 
by its own superhuman effort and by aid that can 
be furnished quickly by Britain and America, to 
hold out, to maintain part of its armies intact, to 
retreat to positions that can be held.

Prompt action is necessary to head off rising costs and disastrous 


-» inflation, union journal says; notes debate over including wages in 
bill, and asserts labor has no fear of this if it is handled fairly;

RICES are going up. They will keep 
going up unless firm, definite action is 
taken by the American people. : 

Higher prices mean low earnings. The 
recorded price rises between 1939 and now 
almost exactly parallel the price rises dur- 
ing the first two years of the last war, 
and after the first two years, in 1918, they 
went heaven high: Are we going to have 
all this over again? 

Last time, most of us didn’t know what 
that upward trend meant. This time, we 
do know. Last time, we waited until prices 
had rocketed up 75 per cent before we 
tried to take action, and then we were too 
late. This time we can act in time; we 
must act in time. 

The responsible officers of our Govern- 
ment are greatly worried about the situa- 
tion. Congress, however, prefers to be in- 
different. And the leading men of busi- 
ness haven’t shown over-much intelligence 
or national consciousness about the matter, 
either. It is up to the American people 
to get Congress to do its duty. 

‘There is no reason for the current jump 
in prices except profiteering. Food prices 
need not skyrocket. 

Figures produced by Secretary Morgen- 
thau prove conclusively that the present 
rise in prices is speculator-made. Wheat, 
sugar, cotton—all are stocked in bins next 
to bursting. Government-held supplies are 
kept off the market by congressional ac- 
tion in order to keep prices up.

But—every step in the direction of price 
regulation is countered with a repartee: 
Put a ceiling over wages. Is this a jus- 
tified argument? 

Secretary Morgenthau spoke against 
wage regulation. 

“Labor is not a commodity,” he argues. 
Indeed, even if labor is a commodity, it is 
a very peculiar one. The price of labor 
has no reality when fixed in terms of 
dollars alone; wages have no real mean- 
ing until they clearly represent how much 
rent, food and clothing the worker can 
buy for the dollar. The price of labor 
acquires meaning only when it is meas- 
ured by what the wage dollar represents 
in purchasing power.

All things handled fairly; labor has no 
fear of a stabilization of labor costs. What 
labor fears is this: 

First, that labor will be the only one 
stabilized; that wages will be frozen while 
prices and profits fly to the four winds, 
whether openly or ‘through artificial 
scarcity and bootleg selling. 

Second, that wages will be stabilized at 
a level which still reflects the inroads of 
the depression, which does not provide liv- 
ing in decency for millions of families.

T0 CUT INGOME TAX 


United Charities Asks Those 
With $10,000 a Year, Net, 
to Give 15 Per Cent. 
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it ic not only more blessed to 
give than to receive. The richer 
you are, the easier it is to give a 
lot to charity. 

So runs the argument in a 
pamphiet issued today by the 
United Charities publicity depart- 
ment, urging all persons with in- 
comes of $10,000 a year or more net 
to give 15 per cent of their in- 
comes to charity. 

Fifteen per cent of net income 
is the maximum amount which is 
deductible on Federal and State in- 
come tax returns for. charitable 
purposes. The United Charities 
pamphlet points out that a person 
who gives the full 15 per cent will 
not actually pay that much, be- 
cause, if he didn’t give it, the Fed- 
eral and State governments would 
take a good chunk of it in taxes. 

If a person’s income after all 
other. legal deductions is $10,000 
a year, the pamphlet says, and: he 
gives the $1500 allowed for tax de- 
duction purposes, this deduction 
will take $412 off the income tax, 
making the actual cost of the gift 
only $1088. 

The higher the income, the high- 
er the taxes. And the higher, also 
the amount which charitable de- 
duction takes off the income tax. 
If a man’s net income for the year 
is $200,000 and he gives the full 
15 per cent, on $30,000, he will ac- 
tually pay only $7800, the pamph- 
let says. 

The United Charities pamphiet 
is entitled “Uncle Sam Encourages 
Charity” and the computations are 
based on the new tax laws.

® The cold, hard, reality of a network known as 
the Moscow Military Wheel faces the German 
army as it seeks to administer a devastating 
knockout to Russia before winter sets in. 


® The cold hard element of surprise likewise 
stares Russian armies in the face. Germany has 
put it back into the battle of Russia after no 
more surprises seemed possible. 


® Here's the story of the wheel and the sur- 
prise: The gigantic military wheel of Moscow 
is 800 miles in diameter with the «capital of 
Russia as the hub. The spokes are the rail lines 
converging on the capital. Men, machines and 
materials are syphoned along these spokes out 
of the heart of Russia into the capital — 
especially from the south and east. The Soviet 
rail system pumps the supplies westward along 
other spokes to fighting armies in the field. 
It's compact, efficient and effective. 


© The Germans have smashed a huge. chunk 
of the rim of the wheel. It's a bad break. But 
most military observers agree the rest of the 
wheel is functioning normally. And as long as 
the rest of the wheel gets its job done, the 
Russian armies can give a fairly good account 
of themselves, even though they are’ back- 
pedaling. 

© Why, then, has Hitler boasted that’ Russia 
already is whipped? By that boast, the German 
leader and his military bigh command reinserted 
into the Battle of Moscow that element of 
strategy prized above all others by the German 
army — Surprise! 

© Until that boast was made, the Russians 
were willing to bet—as were military men 
generally—that the next German push would 
be a drive for the oil of the Caucasus. The 
fountainhead of that oil is only 150 miles’ from 
the front lines at a town named Nikitovka, near 
Rostov. There lies the receiving end of a pipe- 
line that begins in the heart of the-~Caucasian 
oil fields. There lies the life blood of Russian 
army machines. Not only would the Germans 
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win their way toward Nikitovka, but they would 
also be ina position to cut the Red army off 
from their: own oil, handicap the Russians per- 
manently. 

@ But after the Hitler boast, the Russian high 
command could not be sure that a drive for oil 
was next. The Hitler remarks were tantalizing: 
"For 48 hours a development of gigantic pro- 
portions has been under way . .. It will help 
destroy the opponent in the East .. . The 
enemy is broken and will never again rise.” 


@The statements must surely have raised these 
two serious questions in the minds of Russian 
soldiers: 

@Was the German army actually convinced 
that Red forces were destroyed and hence was it 
actually striking for Moscow and a quick end to 
the war? {The Russians had the answer to this 
strategy. A military wheel is ten times easier to 
defend than attack.) 

@Was Hitler merely trying to deceive, and 
would his armies strike harder than ever for 
Caucasus oil, merely shooting enough of a drive 
toward Moscow to keep the Reds from sending 
help south? (Russia does not have an easy answer 
to that kind of attack. They can't know where to 
keep themselves strongest.} 

@ Military observers in Washington agree that 
Hitler has NOT smashed the Russian army— 
not yet, anyway. One of the best-informed 
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sources believes the Nazis’ next major objective: 


to be the fountainhead of Russian oil. The 
thrusts toward Moscow and Kharkov are inter- 
preted as part of a maneuver to hold off help 
from the north. If by some chance these drives 
suceed quickly, it would be easy to change 
strategy. 

®@The full weight of the push for oil probably 
will come when the Germans have brought up 
fresh forces to relieve the exhausted divisions 
that fought the battle of Kiev. New attacks on 
Leningrad and Odessa should accompany the 
main drives—to further befog the picture for 
the Russians.

HOME-MADE WALLPAPER. 


How One Young St. Louis Couple, 
With Little Money but Much Ingenu- 
ity, Converted an Ordinary Dwelling 
Into an Unusually Attractive Home. 


By JOSEPHINE WALTER 


N the past few years, there has 

been a phenomenal growth in 

the small house areas in St. 
Louis. We have watched them 
spring up in all parts of the city 
—little houses, much better de- 
signed, for the most part, than 
what had gone before, but with 
very little to distinguish each one 
from its neighbor on either side. 
And it sfands to reason that, with 
these hundreds of little houses be- 
ing built, there must be hundreds 
of housewives struggling to make 
them into dream homes. 

That's why I want to tell this 
story of how one young couple, 
with a very modest amount of 
money and a great deal of in- 
genuity, created from just such a 


small, undistinguished house, a= 


place that is attractive unusual, 
and distinctively their own. 
when Mr. and Mrs. C. Clifford 
Chaudron - first acquired their 
house at 7543 Hiawatha, Richmond 
Heights, it was merely a simple 
little one-story brick affair with 
nothing to set it apart from the 
neat but uninspired houses which 
surrounded it. Today, it has a 
charm of atmosphere that a house 
three times its size might well 
envy and emulate. 


Even the’ exterior has distinc- 
tive touches to set this house apart 
from its neighbors. - The first thing 
the Chaudrons did was to place a 
standing seam copper roof, sup- 
ported by white iron grille work 
over the front door to give interest 
to the square, box-like lines of the 
red brick house. A shuttered door 
instead of a screen, and gold stars 
set into the corners of the dark 


window shutters are distinctive. 


touches that still do not completely 
prepare one for the witty way in 
which the decorating of the in- 
terior has been handled. 


A simple, pine-paneled, fireplace 
wall was the only distinctive fea- 
ture that the Chaudrons had to 
start with in the decorating of 
their living room. From it they 
have created a room abounding in 
a combination of provincial charm 
and modern coloring. The other 
three walls of the room, attrac- 
tively done in a gray and white 
striped effect, were the result of 
dire necessity rather than original 
intent, as many of the most un- 
usual features of this house came 
about.

APLE furniture of peasant va-

REE speech—most of us still
